THE WASHINGTON CORRESPONDENT SAYS SENA- 
TOR BLACKBURN SENT FOR HIM AND 
AUTHORIZED STATEMENT. 



Frankfort, Ky , Jan. 18— United 
SutesSenatorJo.C.S. Blackburn 
today gave out a statement in re # 
sponse to the attack of Governor 
i C. W. Beckham, who found prov- 
vjLtion in an alleged interview with 
vwt Senator aent out from Wash- 
ington to the Louiiville TimeB. 
The full text of the statement fol- 
lows: 

BI.ACKBURH TURKS OK BECKHAM 

"I have only to say that I had 
never heard 'of either interview, 
mine or hie, until I reached Lex- 
ington Tuesday morning on my 
way to Frankfort. I confess to be 
a little surprised that the Govern- 
or should have been so prompt in

put together interview credited to 
me, for the authenticity of which 
he seemed t3 have no assurance. 

"As stated before, I have not yet 
seen the interview attributed to me 
and published in the Louisville 
Times last Saturday. All that I 
E have seen of it was what purports 
to be an excerpt published in the 
Courier Journal of Monday morn- 
ing, and tun', was handed me since' 
my arrival in Frankfort. 

"Had the 'Governor taken the 
trouble to have inquired, I would 
have assured him that the notes 
had never been submitted to me 
nor did^l know that any publica- 
tion of a talk that J had with the 
Washington representative of the 
Louisville.Tiines in Washington on 
last Saturday afternoi n had ever 
buen printed or published at all. I 



I did not say that I had a contunpt 
for him or his conduct of party af- 
fairs.

"There are some statements con- 
tained in hiscarfully prepared out- 
burst that caused me surprise, even 
coming from a source from which 
we ought to be prepared for any 
trying. He seems to put a very low 
istiuiale upon the value of the 
schee that I made all over Ken- 
fky In support of his candidacy 
in 1900 and 1903. In this he may 
be correct; no man is a good judge 
of his own speech, and mine may 
kaye been so poor as to do him und 
the rest of the ticket more harm 
than good; but the intention was 
good, and he ought to be generous 
enough to remember that he was at 
the head of the ticket and a man 
did not have the fullest measure of 
inspiration when making his ap- 
peals for such a client. 

"However, 1 think the people of 
k>ntuckv now know that in both 
;.£is race* for Governor 1 made as 



many speeches on behalf of the 
ticket as any other Democrat in 
the State, and I insist that I ought 
to be given credit for the strain 
that was put upon conscience. 

CALHOUN WAR CLAIM GRAB. 

"I am sorry, not for my sake, but 
for his own sake, that he alluded to 
the collection of the Kentucky war 
ciaims, and sought by inuendo and 
insinuation to make it appear that 
I tried to get the contract for col- 
lecting that claim, either for my- 
self or my law partner and nephew. 
This was an unfortunate blunder 
for the Governor to make. I never 
had a law office in Washington 
while a member of either House of 
C'Sugkcoo in my iife. During the 
four years that I was out of the 
Senate, viz. from the 4th of March, 
1897, to the 4th of March^ 1901, I 
thought it not inappropriate to en- 
gage in the practice of law by 
which to earn a living. My neph- 
ew, James W. Blackburn, Jr., a 
lawyer in ^Washington City, was 
my partner during those four years. 
Since my re-entry into the Senate, 
in March, 1901, I have had no law 
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1 advised him to employ some one 
to represent the State and send 
him on Jfhere, and I named the 
party that I thought be had bent 
employ. It certainly was not my- 
self, it^eurcly was not my nephew 
and former l«» partner. It «as a 
man of no kin to me, Mr. John B. 
Thompson, of Harrodsburg. who 
had been in Washington for a Ban- 
ter of years in charge of the im- 
portant interests of the Kentucky 
distilleries, and 1 thought better 
qualified for what work was to be 
done in the collection of Kentucky's 
war claim than any man I knew.

"Perhaps if he had asked his ap- 
pointed agent, Mr. Calhoun, a most 
excellent and worthy gentleman, 
would have been told that so far 
from my doing nothing in aiding 
the State to seoure that money, 
that Mr. Calhoun reported to me 
immediately upon his arrival in 
Washington and told me his busi- 
ness and that he relied upon me as 
a member of the Senate to put that 
item into the Sundry Civil General 
Appropriation bill, I doubt not 
that Mr. Calhoun would have told 
him further that he came to me 
once or twice every day, asking me 
to bold up the general appropria- 
tion bill after it had been reported 
to the Sen«t» until hs could get 
the c'aim certified from the Treas- 
ury Departmemt so that it might 
be be included in the bill. 

"Mr. Calhoun would have doubt 
less have told him that I carried 
out every request that he made and 
finally put into the bill the provi- 
sion which brought the money to 
the State. 

"I don't eay that the Governor 
knew these facts when he gave out 
these false statements : I only eay 
that if he knew what he was talk- 
ing about he must have known 
them, as he surely could have ob- 
tained them from his agent, Mr. 
Calhoun."

In- 
terview as published in Times is 
not as strong as he gave it by any 
means, and I asked him sentence bv 
sentence if he meant it for publica- 
tion. In giving the interview he 
said: "It is the first I have au 
thorized in twenty years, and 1 
want these things published."

ON TRIAL 

Opening Statement of Mr. 
Byrd Contains Sensational 
Allegations.

The case against Wiil Britton for 
the murder of James Cockrill in 
Jackson, promises to be most inter- 
esting.

W. Miller and Judge James Mulli- 
gan are associated with Mr. Pol- 
lard for the defense.

The opening statement for the 
Commonwealth was made by At- 
torney A. Floyd Byrd, who had 
done so much to rid Breathitt 
county of assassins. 

We expect to prove that this de- 
fendant, CuTtfi JoU, James Hargis, 
Alex Hargis, Elbert Hargis, Ed 
Callahan and others entered into a 
coaepiracy to procure the death of 
James Cockrill and that as a re- 
sult of this conspiracy James Cock- 
rill was shot from a window of the 
Court House at Jackson, from 
which wound he later died in this 
city. 

Mr. Byrd then explained the law 
under which Britton was indicted 
in Fayette county, where Cockrill 
died, and not in Breathitt county,

POLLARD'S STATEMEN1. 

Mr- ByrH was followed by At- 
torney O. H. Pollard for the de- 
fense. He said he was astounded 
at the remarkable statement made 
by the prominent attorney for the 
Commonwealth and that he regret- 
ted he had risked his reputation 
upon a statement made which con- 
tained nothing but a "lot of rot." 
Many of the things Mr. Byrd stat 
d he would piu»«," said Mr. Pol- 
lard, ' are incompetent and will not 
be permitted to be proved by the 
court. Of the sixty witnesses who 
are summoned by the Common- 
wealth, not more than twenty will 
testify, and these will not say one 
word tending to convict the defend- 
ant of this crime. Nearly all of 
them are liars and purjurers and 
are here to attempt to swear away 
the life of Will Britton. 

Mr. P^'lard referred to the in- 
vestigation of this case by the 
Breathitt county grand jury, and 
that no indictment was found 
against Britton. He charged that 
Mr. Byrd mysteriously came tu 
Lexington with a number of wit 
nesses and 'fooled'' a Fayette 
county grand jury into finding an 
indictment against Britton. The 
proof in the case will show that at 
the time o! the shooting Britton 
was in the office of the Master Com- 
uiiesioucr in the Court House nnd 
hud been in that ottice I'oi IOBS 
time before the shooting.

Rice Blight. 

Dr. Walter H. Evans, of the Office 
of Experiment Stations, has just 
returned from a trip through the 
Soutli where he visited the experi- 
ment stations of the several states. 
Ho reports that the most important 
subject now agitating the scientists 
and farmers of the South is a rice 
blight which has destroyed from 
ten to seventy-five per cent, of that 
crop in the past year in South Car- 
olina. The Department has been 
conducting <» series of experiments 
looking to the discovery of a rem- 
edy for this blight, which is not 
only prevalent in South Carolina, 
but threatens the rice inuustry of 
Texas and Louisiana. So far the 
experts have been unable to discov- 
er the cause of the blight. The 
plants appear to grow well and are 
apparently in a healthy condition, 
but when cut from ten to seventy- 
five per cent, of the heads are not 
filled. The expeiiments by the De- 
partment include a study of the 
soil, fertilizers, varieties of rice, 
dilFerent methods of cultivation, 
preparation of the soil, cultivation 
and harvesting of the crop; in fact, 
a study of rice from beginning to 
end. 

It has been only within the past 
ten years that the United Statee 
has become one of the great rice- 
producing countries of the world, 
and Dr. Evans avers that we could 
raise in this country enough rice to 
supply the world. It can be growi 
as far north as the middle part of 
Missouri, and successful experi 
ments have been made in Illinois, 
Arkansas and other States. At the 
present time Texas is the great 
rice producing territory of this 
country, and the methods employed 
there have attracted attention of 
rice-growers all over the world 
Within thejast year experts have 
been sent from Japan and India, 
the two great rice growing coun- 
tries, for the sole purpose of study- 
ing the merhnria «nH cc-=diiicss of 
rice-production in Texas. Dr. 
Evans is] hopeful that the rice 
blight will not extend to the rice 
fields of Texas and Louisiana, but 
Mr Metcalf, who has visited those 
States, is of the opinion that it has 
already secured a foothold there, 
although he, too, hopes that he 
may be mistaken. 



CURIOUS WEDDING CUSTOMS. 

Koreans have what appear to us 
strange wedding ceremonies. A 
Korean woman must be mute as a 
statue from the morning till the 
evening of the day she is wedded. 
Her newly-made husband has lib- 
erty to taunt or ridicule her' but 
if she speak a single word in reply 
or make a sign, she loses caste and 
lowers the respectability of her 
friends in the eyes of others. 

In some parts of the world the 
marrige cermony simply consists 
in the two persons drinking 01 
eating from the same cup or plate. 
Msewhere they meet their friends 
at a banquet, and this signifies to 
all concerned that the parties are 
married. The Burmese and Mao 
l ies have no wedding ceremony, 
marriage being regarded by them 
as a business partnerehip. 

Hairdressing is the chief fun 
ction ol Zulu nuptials. Bridegroom 
and bride both engage friends to 
erect a wonderful bush-like mass 
of hair upon the head with the 
aid of clay and grease. This 
achieved satisfactorily, the feast 
begins. 

The Japanese biides, dressed in 
a long white silk kimono and a 
white veil, sits upon the lloor fac 
ing her bridegroom. A little table 
bears a bottle of saki, two cups, 
and a kettle with two spouts. A 
second table has a small plum tree, 
signifying tiie beauty ol the bridi 
and a fir tree typifies the strength 
of the bridegroom. A stork stand- 
ing on a tortoise is an ornament 
prpmising long life and happiness 
The two-spouted kettle is put to 
the mouths or the bride and bride 
ginom alUniataay, signifying thut 
they are tit share each other's joys 
and sorrws. The bride keeps her 
veil, and it is i|sed as her ihrdud 
when she dies. — Exchange.

Coming to the Front in Agriculture 
According to Latest Crop Stat- 
istics—Also Among Fore- 
most in Live Stock. 

Houston.— "If anyone thinks that 
Texas Is not a great state and getting 
greater, he ahould read the new crop 
statistics gathered by the department of 
agriculture," said Oswald Wilson, state 
statistical agent of the department. 

"The preliminary return* to the chlet 
of the bureau of statistics, on the crop 
yields for the year 1904, give to Texas 
22,6 bushels of corn per acre. With {he 
acreage planted last spring, this gives 
a crop of 136,700,000 bushels of corn. 
Few people appreciate or understand 
that Texas Is a great grain state. 

"Texas Is only 25,000 acres behind Mis- 
souri. The corn crop of Texas this year 
is only 6,000,000 bushels less than Kan- 
sas, and only 22.U00.000 bushels less 
than Missouri. In tbe total value of 
her corn crop Texas ranks third in all 
the states of the nnioc. 

"This report also shows in the farm- 
ers' hands 7.600.000 bushels of last 
year's corn crop. 

"Hay shows an average yield per acre 
of 1.77 tons, which would make about 
720.000 tons of hay. 

"Rice averages 35.5 bushelB per acre, 
and with 234,200 acres, gives 8,214,100 
bushels for the year 1904. 

"In Irish potatoes there was an In- 
crease In acreage of 18 per cent. Tbe 
average yield per acre Is 77 bushels, 
which gives 2,324.000 bushels, an In- 
crease of 653.000 bushels over last year. 

The tobacco crop is given at 500 
pounds per acre, which compares very 
favorably with the best states In the 
union. 

"No wonder that the Texas farmers 

grain crop nearly equal to any of the 
great grain state, and with more live 
stock than any state, our cotton crop Is 
a great surprise. Our grain crops this 
year amount to $100,000,000. Texas this 
year produced nearly one-nineteenth of 
the total corn crop, and yet what a si 
pan of the corn area of tbe land that 
will grow corn la In culUvatlon. The 
time Is not far distant when Texas will 
lead In corn as she does In cotton. 

"Last January Texas had a little more 
than one-twentieth of all the hogs 
the United State*. With the Increase In 
corn production more hogs will come. 
There is a demand for all that can be 
grown In Texas. We should have 1 
tenth of all the hogs. We have the corn 
ana market for them."

General Story, Chief of Artillery, Bee 
ommenda Effective Torpedo 
Protection. 

Washington.— Brig. Gen. Story, chief 
of artillery, U. S. A , In his annual 
port says the beet and most economical 
use of the entire armament for thecoast 
requires one complete relief to man each 
and every element of defense, and adds: 
"It in inconceivable that congress, 
after appropriating millions for national 
defense, would be willing to leave this 
defense Ineffective for want of a propt r 
organization to man and conduct it. To 
secure at the present time the greatest 
measure of national safety at the least 
coat the entire torpedo defense of our 
harbors should at once be made com- 
plete," and he adds: "It would be crim- 
inal neglect if I did not urge, as earnest- 
ly as I can, the immediate completion 
of the torpedo defense of all our forti- 
fied ports. To-day this defense Is la- 
mentably deficient both in material and 
personnel."
